Licensee was present and represented by counsel at the hearing, Duane Frizell, Esq.

ALJ Scotti found Respondent guilty of one (1) violation of NRS 624.3016(1) misrepresentation of a
material fact; one (1) violation of NRS 624.3013(5), as set forth in NRS 624.520(1) failure to provide
Residential Recovery Fund notice to owner; two (2) violations of NRS 624.3011(1)(b)(1) violation of
the building laws of the State; one (1) violation of NRS 624.302(6) failure to comply with a written
request from the Board; one (1) violation of NRS 624.3013(5), as set forth in NRS
624.260(3)(a),(b),(c) QI failed to ensure that the workmanship was commensurate with the
standard of the trade in general and to acquire the required building permits; one (1) violation of
NRS 624.3013(3) failure to timely establish financial responsibility. The Fourth and Sixth Causes
of Action were dismissed. The Ninth Cause of Action was held in abeyance pending resolution of
the DIR ruling tentatively scheduled for March 2014. Respondent was assessed a fine of $1,500.00
each for the First, Third and Seventh Causes of Action; a fine of $100.00 for the Second Cause of
Action; a fine of $250.00 each for the Fifth and Tenth Causes of Action; a fine of $500.00 for the
Eighth Cause of Action for total fines of $5,600.00 and investigative costs of $3,976.00. Fines and
costs shall be paid in four (4) equal monthly instaliments beginning December 19, 2013. If fines
and costs are not timely paid, license number 73696 shall be suspended.
